Dahlias  state  inspected.  All  tubers  sent  out  with  live 
sprouts  unless  ordered  too  early.  Any  tuber  that  does  not  start 
to  grow  in  three  weeks  should  be  returned  for  replacement.  Last 
spring,  owing  to  heavy  demands  for  some  kinds,  I  ordered  roots 
from  some  large  wholesale  growers,  and1  to  my  regret  found  sev¬ 
eral  were  not  true  to  name.  Any  of  my  customers  receiving  them 
please  report  and  I  will  make  it  right.  Hereafter  I  shall  only 
send  out  roots  grown  myself  and  will  guarantee  all  true  to  name. 
(D)  stands  for  Decorative,  (C)  for  Cactus,  (S.  C.)  for  Semi-Cactus, 
(I.  C.)  Incurved  Cactus,  (H.  €.)  Hybrid  Cactus,  B  for  Ball  or  Show. 
Figures  after  each  name  denote  the  size  the  originator  claim  they 
grow.
